Report of the Committee on the purchase of a Stone 
Crushing Plant for the town of Millis, Massachusetts, Oct. 
14, 1920, : 

The Committee was appointed at the special town meet- 
ing held July 12, 1920. We have held six meetings. 

We have had the superintendent of streets at some of 
our meetings, 


ol streets 
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Reljable figures as to Operating expense are difficult to 

obtain. It appears, however, that there would be required: 
I engineer 
2 men to feed the hopper 
2 teams to haul the material to the hopper. 

Economy and efficiency depend largely on continuous 
operation and on the amount of work to be done. The best 
information leads us to believe that for the amount of work 
done on our roads at the present time, a crushing plant 
would not be in operation more thar one month in the year. 

Your Committee has been unable to find any town in the 
state doing’ the work it is Proposed to do here. Wherever 
crushers are in operation they are crushing stones. 

Roller. Better roads could be built if a steam roller 
were more freely used. 

Rollers owned by the state are available at times. Rol- 
lers owned by other towns could be hired, but would be hard 
to get when needed. y 

It is probably desirable that the town own a roller, but 
it does not Seem to vour Committee that the town should buy 
one at this time on account of present high prices. 

Conclusions. Your Committee after his investigation 
has-come to conclusions which we summaries as follows: 

1.—The gravel now being used on the roads is good 
road material; about 67 per cent of the gravel in the pit be- 
ing available. 

2.—The same gravel crushed and Screened into sizes 
would produce a better road material, but would require 
a more expensive treatment in order to get the benefit of it. 

3-—No town in the state has a plant which is crushing 
gravel. Therefore, if the town should buy a crushing 
plant it would be undertaking a costly experiment the Te- 
sults of which cannot be accurately estimated. 
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4.—It is not certain, with our present method of hand- 
ling our road problem, that the use of crushed gravel would 
result in more durable roads, for it is probable that, to get 
proper results using crushed gravel, it would’be necessary for 
the town to own a roller and a watering cart. 

For the reasons given above your Committee has voted: 
“That it does not consider it advisable for the town to pur- 
chase a stonecrusher.’’ 

The road problem is important and is of interest to every 
resident of the town. A large sum ot money is spent each 
year. It ought to be spent wisely and efficiently. Our 
roads must be made more durable in years to come if they 
are to stand the use to which they will be subjected. 

Your Committee, therefore suggests the advisability of 
appointing a Committee to consider the town’s road problem 
as a whole and to report at the next annual town meeting.
